business men of Baltimore he Is univer- 
sally respected.

counties. He was president for several 
years of the Merchants' and Manfactur- 
ers' association, and Is now vice presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Gas conmpany 
and vice president of the Citizens' Na- 
tional bank. Ho also holds directorship 
In the Savings bank of Baltimore, the 
Warehouse company, the American In- 
surance company, the Merchants' anci 
Manufacturers' Insurance company and 
the Baltimore Trust and Guarantee com- 
pany. He was an ardent Unionist dur- 
ing the war and has been a Republican 
ever since.
